Because Judge Roan did not in- 
clude in his charge to the jury a 


evidence, even though 
counsel for the accused did not ask 
it. a new trial has been ordered by 
the supreme court to be granted to the 
three negroes now in’ jatl in Decatur 
under sentence of death for being in- 
volvéd in a conspiracy to rob and 
murder Conductor W. H. Bryson and 
Motorman S. T. Brown and for killing 
the iatter. The crime occurred in De- 
Kalb county on April 23, 1910. 

Ed Weaver, Jim Black and Charles 
Julian were each tried, convicted and 
sentenced to hang. Charies. Walker, 
who was accused of firing the shot 
which actually ended the life of the 
motorman, was tried, convicted and 
2: last. The other 
three appealed for a new triai. 

The corvictions of the four men de- 
pended mainly upon tne testimony of 
Conductor Bryson and a woman with 
whom Walker lived, though she was 
not his wife. She toia of the four 
men coming to her house on the eve- 
ning of the tragedy, of having heard 
shots from the direction of the car 
line, of their giving her a pocketbook 
and insisting on her burning it. 


Conductor Bryson, at the trial, told 
of the assault upon him as 
changing the trolley at the end of the 
run in Druid Hills. After taking his 
pocketbook, one of the men, whom he 
identified as Julian, walked through 
the car. After sufficient time had 
elapsed for him to reach the front of 
the car a shot was heard. The con- 
ductor did not see the man fire the 
pistol and did not see Motorman 
Brown fall.

Panama, November 15.—The Panama 
canal will be completed on December 
1, 1913. This information was given to 
Presidena Taft today while he was in- 
specting the famous Gatun dam. on 
which he spent severa! hours. 

The official date of the opening re- 
mains January 1, 1915, Lieutenant 
Colonel Goethals desiring one year in 
which to train the canal tenders and to 
get the machinery working smoothly.

Baltimore, Md.. November 15.—Meth- 
ods for preventing continued crimes in 
this country were discussed today by 
delegates to the National Woman's 
Christiam Temperance Union. The sub- 
ject was suggested by the report of 
Mrs. I. K. Barniy, of Rhode Island, su- 
perintendent of the penal reformatory 
and police station work. Brs. Barnly 
said that there are 100,000 people in 
prison in this country, and she and 
other delegates urged that steps be 
taken at once to prevent these people 
from committing further crimes on 
their release. 

“Go among the prisons and labor” 


was the popular mode of prevention! 


offered. 
Mrs. Barnly reported that much ef- 
fective work had been done, and that 


her department might safely claim an' 


increase of almost 100 per cent in 
preventive and constructive measures, 
while the redemptive agencies had 
been greatly magnified. 

Mrs. Evelyn N. Graham, of New 
York, national superintendent of the 
railway depaftment, states that the 
progress of prohibition the past*‘year 
has had its influence on the railway 
world, until practically every railway 
system in the world demands that its 
employees be temperate. 

Mrs, H. E. Hollingshead, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, who is leading the union's 
campaign against the use of alcoholic 
wine in church services was emphatic 
in declaring that “the W. C. T. U. will 
keep telling the truth about the evil 
of using alcoholic wine in religious 
obsetvation until alcohol is forever 
banished from the house of God.” 

The department of Christian citizen- 
ship, through its national superintend- 
ent, Mrs. Helen Dickinson Harford, of 
Oregon, expressed great satisfaction 
over the gains that had been made to- 
ward right thinking and living. As 
shown by the reports of the state su- 
perintendents everywhere, she assert- 
ed, there is a growing sentiment for 
better officials and better enforcement 
of present laws. 

The work among the soldiers and 
sailors was described by Mrs. Ella 
Hooper Thayer, of New Jersey, who 
reported an increased interest in that 
department.

oped from a searcity and a high price 
for corn, which is the basis of the 
supply of live stock.’ 

Falling Everywhere. 

New York, November 15.—Reports 
from various parts of the country in- 
dicating a fall in the price of meats 
are reflected by similar reports from 
local dealers. They say the decline has 
already begun, the wholesale price of 
beef having gone off on an average of 
% of a cent in the last week. 

One of the leading dealers said that 
sirloin steak that had brought 24 cents 
a pound was now selling at 22 cents. 
Porterhouse steak, he said, was down 
3 cents a pound, sellig now at 25 cents. 

Fresh pork products, however, show 
the greatest drop, the market dealers 
selling cuts for roasting at 18 cents a 
pound that have within a short time’ 
been bringing 22 cents. Lard is down 2 
cents a pound, the price yesterday be- 
ing 18 cents. 

The market men attribute the relief 
from high prices to the enormous corn 
crop, and the consequent low price of 
the cereal. Low prices of feed com- 
bined with the past high prices of 
pork, they say, have resulted, as was 
expected, in an increased raising of 
hogs. 

Down at Cincinnati, 


Cincinnati, November 15.—Meat 
prices have dropped sharply in the past 
few days here, bacon leading with a 
decline of 5 cents a pound. Other pork 
products are cheaper, and live hogs are 
selling at $1.25 a hundred less than the 
price quoted a few weeks ago. Cattle 
and sheep and their products show sim- 
ilar declines, and the housewife can get 
sirloin steak. for 12% cents a pound. 
Coffee, potatoes and eggs, however, are 
steadily going higher, while mutton 
and cheese are as high as last year. 

Cheaper Food at Washington. 

Washington, November 15.—The re- 
duction of the price of meat, reported 
in various parts of the country, has| 
struck Washington. Wholesale dealers 
stated today that prices of meats were 
taking a tumble, with the indications 
of sympathetic relief for the housewife 
along other lines of food supplies, if 
the retailer only passes the glad tidings 
along. 

In the wholesale quarter it was said 
that the price of beef had been reduced 
between 4 and 5 cents a pound by the 
packers. At the same time the price 
of pork had gone down about 3 cents. 

It remains a problem whether the re- 
duction in prices will reach ps far as 
the consumer. 

Thinks Prices Will Rebound. 

Fort Worth, Texas, November 15.— 
Compared with prices of a year ago, 
all cuts of beef are down half a cent 
a pound today, while live stock on the 
hoof is quoted from 10 to l5c lower per 
hundred pounds. 

One local authority attributes this 
break in prices to the general up- 
rising against the high cost of living, 
but the same authority believes that 
prices will rebound within a few days. 

There was also a sharp decline in 
fruits and cereals. 

Cheaper Food for Seattle, 

Seattle. Wash., November 15.— 
Prices of meats on Puget Sound de- 
pend on eastern quotations. Pork prod- 
ucts have fallen a cent a pound, and 
may go lower. Beef, for choicest cuts, 
is expected to go higher. 

Best eggs retail at 65 cents, a record, 
and are still rising. Butter, also, is at 
top prices, and is rising. Apples and 
vegetables are cheaper than a eyear 
ago. Fish prices are steadily rising, 
in spite of the increased supply

-- Figures just made public by the interstate commerce com- 
mission for the year ending June 30, show 3,804 killed and 82,347 
injured. This is an increase of 1,013 in the number of killed and 
18,454 in the number of injured as compared with the twelve months 
previous. 

In addition to this loss of life, which is grewsome enough, 
the property loss is placed at $4,629,279. 

The fact that the number of deaths and collisions is increas- 
ing instead of decreasing, even taking into account the increased 
number of passengers handled and workmen employed, would seem 
to indicate an indifference to the laws regulating the use of safety 
appliances. 

. There are railroads on which not a single passenger was killed. 

Through the installation of block signal systems, the use of 
safety appliances and double-tracking overcrowded ‘lines, it is pos- 
sible to reduce this black record of railroad tragedies. No time 
should be wasted by any railroad and no money should be spared 
to fulfill the letter of the law covering the use of safety appliances 
and to prepare it to discharge its duty to the public.

THE DEATH TOLL OF THE RAILROADS. ITHE PROBLEM OF FAI R TAXATION 


AND CLEVELAND’S EXPERIENCE 


Editor Constitution: An investiga- | 
tion recently made for a client in an- 
other state developed some interesting 
data on a subject that is just now 


a ridiculously low total: so low that 
the constitutional tax rate limit is 
necessary to produce required revenue. 
It would be manifestly unfair to re-

The city of Cleveland, Ohio, has, un- 
til recently, been burdened with a 
municipal tax rate of 3.55. Even this 
extremely high rate failed to produce 
the revenue necessary for public re- 
quirements. The-tax rate could not 
be increased, for it had already reach- 
ed the limit allowed by the city char- 
ter; Ror was it possible to benefit 
through. the medium of additional 
bonds, for her outstanding bonds 
amounted to 8 per cent of taxable 
values, the legal limit in that state. 

A tax commission was created and 
charged with the duty of finding re- 
lief. The commission learned that as- 
sessments were being made on a basis 
very much below actual] values, 
without systematic relation, this la 
of method resulting in all sorts of in- 
equalities. The cammission promptly 
decided that par value was the proper 
basis for tax levy, tne real problem 
being an equitable means for deter- 
mining actual values. A study of all 
methods resulted in the selection of 
as the one best 
decided 
upon and the work of reassessing al! 
realty in the city was begun under 
direct auspices of the tax commission. 
The work was completed in three 
months’ time, the net_result being that 
tota]) values were increased nearly 
threefold and the tax rate promptly 
reduced from 3.55 to 1.60; the lower 
rate, by reason of the greatly in- 
ereased values, really producing more 
revenue than had resulted from the 
high rete. <All inequalities were done 
away with, many assessments being 
actually reduced; owners, in such 
cases, being not only relieved of the 
excessive 3.55 rate, but were allowed 
to pay the 1.60 rate on a reduced val- 
gation. The process of equalizing, 
however, brought out some strenuous 
protests, but the commission met all of 
these with a request for thirty days’

If not sold on this option, the 
commission agreed to reduce the as- 
sessment. One owner only took%ad- 
vantage of this offer and was promptly 
sold out. That ended objection. 
Doubled Bonded Capacity. 

Beyond the tremendous benefit of a 
revenue producing tax system, the city 
of Cleveland is now enabled to more 
than double her bonded indebtedness 
if need demands, and she enjoys, be- 
sides, the enormous advantage of a 
threefold increase in taxable values, 
and a city is judged by her per capita 
wealth. 

Atlanta’s real estate assessment val- 
ues are now returned at approximate. 
ly $86,000,000. What a tremendous 
advertisement if we could announce to 
the world that our taxable values were 
double this sum, and who doubts that 
a par value basis would produce this 
result? 

But we are denied the privilege of a 
par value assessment, and a corre- 
spondingly low tax rate, because of 
an antiquated system of state taxa- 
tion. A somewhat careful] study of tax 
systems and reforms in other states 
has convinced me that no satisfactory 
solution of our Present tax problem 
can be found short of fundamental] 
reformation, and the beginning must 
»e made by changing the state system. 
fhe method of voluntary returns, allow-

‘AN Citlen; Affected. 

The principal municipalities of the 
state are all affected, and are serivous- 
ly embarrassed, by the present state 
system. From time to time efforts 
have been mde to readjust the sys- 
tem. Every session of the legisia- 
ture, of recent years, has tackled the 
problem, but those most interested— 
the citizens of municipalities who are 
really subjected to a@ double tax sys- 
tem—have taken but little interest in 
the matter and the old system is still 
with us. ; 

Htion. C. Murphy Candler, of Atlanta, 
has been a close student of tax prob- 
lems, and as a member of the legisia- 
ture, has been very active in trying to 
effect reforms in our state system, 
but, thus far, all attempts have met 
with failure. In an address by Mr. 
Candler, t:ade one year ago, before the 
annual conference of the Internationa! 
Tax Association, he made this refer- 
ence to the Georgla tax .ws: 

“It is a remarkable fact, illustrating 
the wonderful conservatism of our 
people, that the tax act of 1804, at the 
end of more than a century, furnishes 
the methods, books, returns, officers 
and framework of our present Georgia 
machinery for levying and collecting 
revenue. .. . We have no réal logical 
system. . We need in Georgia, not 
reform; we need re-creation.” 

Readjustment of the state law must 
be the first step in tax reform, and 
this readjustment wlll not be accom- 
plished until those of our citizens who 
are living under a double tax system 
put their heads together and formulate 
a just and equitable method for re- 
organizing the state system. 

Il suggest that the various munici- 
palities send delegates to a confer- 
ence that shall be held in the near 
future; this conference to discuss the 
subject thoroughly and appoint a com.- 
mission to formulate a definite plan 
and advocate its adoption by the next 
state legislature. This method of 
procedure would, I think, meet the 
approval of all parties at interest, and 
the work, when accomplished, would 
be of wonderful benefit to the entire 
state. 

Everybotliy Pleased. 

The result at Cleveland, Ohio, has 
been so pleasing to her citizens that 
they never miss an opportunity - to 
stress the worth and merit of a par 
value tax basis. The laws of Ohio, and 
many other states, are such that no 
hardship is worked upon owners of 
property by a par value basis of taxa- 
tion in municipalities. 

The Somers system for determining 
realty values Was perrected by Mr. 
w. A. Somers, who, for a long time, 
was connected with the New York 
city board of assessors. Later he was 
a member of the Minneapolis board 
of assessors, and from there went tv 
Cleveland, the latter being the first 
eity to fully adopt the Somers system 
of valuation. 

Since the work at Cleveland was 
completed the city of Columbus, Ohio, 
has adopted the system, and the en- 
tire property of that city has been re- 
assessed by the new method. Pnhila- 
delphia has recently adopted the Som- 
ers system of appraisement and the 
entire property of that city is just 
now in process of revaluation by the 
new system.

The United States commissioner of ed- 
ucation the State Normal 
school among the best fifteen normal 
schools in the 197 such schools in the 
United States. 

Five hundred and one students have 
been registered this fall in the State 
Normal school, Athens, with 130 in the 
Muscogee Elementary school, making a 
total enrollment of 631. 

There is room in the dormitories for 
only 360 students, therefore more than 
eighty students are boarding in the 
homes of the immediate neighborhood. 

The enrollment this year represents 
113 counties of the state. 

There are forty-two teachers and 
officers and eight school buildings, net 
counting the infirmary and the dairy 
barn. 

There are 138 students in the school 
holding diplomas from other schools. 

A unique item is the number of stu- 
dents who have earned the money they 
are spending for an education here, 156 
in all. 

Another item of significance is the 
number of students in the school who 
have had experience in teaching who 
have come to the school for better 
training. and who go right back, inte 
the schools to return to the state more 
than value received.

FREED BY JURY 


‘At Recommendation of 
Attorney General. 


Scenes of Second Trial of 

| Robin J. Cooper, Charged 
With Murder of Senator Car- 
mack, in Marked Contrast to 
Those of the First. 


Tenn., November 15.— 


Robin J. Cooper, charged with the mur- 


given a verdict of not guilty in the 
criminal court this morning on recom- 
mendation of Attorney General A. B. 
Anderson. Thus was brought to a close 
the final chapter in one of the most 
celebrated cases known to the annals 
of the courts of Tennesseee. In strik- 
ing contrast to the scenes marking ihe 
first tria] of this case, when the court- 
room was packed almost to suffoca- 
tion by those eager to hear every word 
of the evidence, there were only a few 
persons present. Counsel were proba- 
bly the only persons there particular- 
ly on account of this case. a 

Robin Cooper came into the court- 
room some minutes before the time for 
court to convene, and took a seat at 
the table behind the railing. About 
half an hour later, his counsel, Judge 
J. M. Anderson, General W. H. Wash- 
ington, Charles N. Burch, Judge M. H. 


table. There was no counsel! associated 
with Attorney General Anderson for the 
state, and he started in recommending 
the verdict of not guilty by declaring 
that no human being had said one word 
to him in connection with any prose- 
cution during the two and one-half 
months that he has been attorney gen- 
eral. 

Vernon H. Sharp, clerk of the crimf- 
nal court, called the case of Robin J. 
Cooper about 9:30 o’clock, after several! 
minor matters had been before 
court. 

No Jurors Protested. 

Attorney General Anderson’ stated 
that he would like to hawe a jury for 
the disposit.on of this case, and jory 
No. 1 was called. The twelve men 
filed into the jury. box. 

There was complete silence in 
courtroom %s§ the attorney genera! 
arose to address the court, and said he 
(had a recommendation in this case to 
|make to the court. | 

“Your honor is probably familiar 
with this case,” said the attorney gen 
eral. “This defendant, Colonel Duncan 
|B. Cooper, and John Sharp were indict- 
ed jointly for the murder of Senator 
Carmack. The case came up for trial 
and resulted in the acquittal of Sharp. 
Colonel! Cooper and this defendant vrere 
found found guilty of murder in the 
first degree. The supreme court -f- 
firmed the case of Co'onel Cooper, but 
as to this defendant, there was a re- 
versal.”’ 

Judge A. B. Neil then stated to the 
jury that in view of the statement of 
the attorney general, the sworn officer 
of the state, and in view of the fur- 
ther fact that there is no further ef- 
fort made to prosecute the case the 
jury would return a verdict of not 
guilty, which was accordingly done. 

Counsel for the defense had nothing 
to say during the proceedings, and at 
the conclusion, General Washington 
arose and stated to the court that they 
would retire. The defendant left the 
courtroom with his counsel.
